During the summer 115 loads of 
garbage were dumped daily, but of late the

the fluid portion of the garbage flows from 
the dumping ground to the property of the 
neighbors. 

L. Nelson, No. 1201 Catherine street, 
whose 2 adjoins the dump, com- 
plained to the Health Department. He was 
referred to Superintendent McDonald of the 
Street Cleaning Department, who promised 
to send a squad ot laborers to dig ditches to 
the large sewer in Homan avenue to drain 
the dump, but up to a late hour yesterday 
afternoon no men had appeared upon the 


scene. 
The Health Department sent a man witha 
quantity of disinfectants to clean up the 
remises immediately adjoining the dump, 
t instead of following orders the man

Owners Are Ignorant. 


While this has been in force since 1891 
comparatiyely few property-owners knew of 
it, and the old game of stand-and-d eliver has 
been played with great profit rig ht along. 
The manner in which the County Board was 
flooded with inquiries yesterday shows that the 
taxpayers are tired of the imposition, and 
now that the means of relief have been point- 
ed out by Taz Tano the evil practices are 
in a fair way of being brokén up. The process 
of escape from imposition is simple and 
economical. First, make written protest to 
the Towa Board, and, if this is ignored, make 
complaint direct to the County Board. It 
eosts nothing, and relief in honest cases is 
quick and certain. There o necessity for 
a lawyer’s services save in the case of non- 
residents who are unable to appear in person. 
It is a simple little section of the. revenue 
code, but it stands as a massive stone wall 
between the harpies of the Assessor's offices 
and those property-owners who, while willing 
to pay equitable taxes, decline to be robbed. 

W. D. Kerfoot is one of the men who has 
known ot the existence of this section ever 
since 1891 and who has yearly taken ad- 
vantuge of it. Mr. Kerfootis also, as the 
representative of large property interests, a 
man who has been repeatedly approached by 
the brokers who were domg basiness with 
Assessors. In talking about the matter after 
the adjournment of the committee yesterday 


‘Mr. Kerfoot said: 


“Before the law was amended property. 
owners were at the mercy of the sharks. If 
they refused to pay in money or political in- 
fluence to have their assessments reduced they 

made to feel it in a heavy increase 
valuation, and then the on 
recourse was in an action in the courts, whic 
was tedious and expensive. Now we havea 
simple and inexpensive remedy. I have been 
repeatedly approached by men with offers to 
fix valuations and taxes for my ‘clients, but 
always have declined to go into the job. 
There was another Assessor with whom I 
once remonstrated about the valuation on a 
client’s property, and he said to me plainly: 

„% Your ciient’s land is assessed high be- 
cause it is not improved, and you don't do 
anything for us either in votes or money. 
The property alongside of it gets a lower 
valuation because it is peupled and we get 
votes from it, and the owner knows how to do 
the right thing.’

WILL ASK CONGRESS TO AID CUBA. 
| Senator Call of Florida Will Push the 


Matter This Winter. 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 18.—[Special.]— 
“For the last fifteen years I have been de- 
voting my energies to the task ofysecuring 


. recognition of Cuba by the United States,” 


remarked Senator Call of Fiorida to Tus 
TRiIpuNg correspondent, “and I do not pro- 
pose to relax my efforts when the Fifty-fourtn 
Congress meets. It was not necessary for the 
Board of Trade of Jacksouville to make a 
suggestion about the duty of the Florida Con- 
gressmmen in this matter, for I think I have a 
record for introducing resolutions relative to 
the recognition of the people of Cuba. 

“Every Congress has found me not only 
willing but anxious to do something for the 
cause of freedom in that island because of the 
close relations of its people with those of my 
own State. There are in Florida today up- 
wards of 5,000 naturalized voters who 
tormerly lived in Cuba, and Key West and 
Tampa are practically Cuban settlements and 
business centers. 

My efforts hitherto in behalf of recognition 
for the insurgents have been frustrated by 
motions to go into executive session by the 
Senate, and consequently I have not had the 
opportunity I desired so much to make a 
speech in open Senate on this subject. A6 
soon as that body meets in December I shall 
22 my resolution for recognizing the bel- 
igerent rights of the insuggents and at the 
same time urge action by Congress, 

It looks as though the time is propitious 
for such a course, and it is a disgrace to this 
country that it has kept its hands off Cuba 
thus far. Besides being one of the most 
productive spots on the face of earth there 
is another reason why the United States 
should establish some sort of a protectorate 
over Cuba. 

Just as long as it is kept under Spanish 


domination just so long wiil it be a constant 


menace to the health of the people of the 
United States. At least four-fifths of the 
cases of yellow fever brought to this country 
ermanate from Havana and other Cuban ports, 
where no attempt is made to preserve ordi- 
nary sanitary precautions against 
scourge, 

" FPeoole of Cuba are entitled to recogni- 
tion from their brethren in the United States, 
and they desenre all the encouragement pos- 
sible for the efforts to throw off the yoke of 
Spain, We cannot pursue too strong a policy 
in the treatment of this island, and the senti- 
ment of the ‘people of the United States is 
favorable to recognition by this government 
at the earliest possible moment.“

Honolula, Sept. 5, via San Francisco, Cal., 
Sept. 18.— There was a good deal of uneasi- 
ness when the sailor on the Benningtqa be- 
came afflicted and it caused a great many to 
believe the disease would spread to the whites, 
and many families burriedly packed their 
} belongings and fled to the beach a tew miles 
from towa, likewise a large numer going to 
the outside districts. 

So many took advantage of this that the 
Board of Health issued an order forbidding 
any connection with the outer district, no 
one being allowed to leave town without a 
pass from the health authorities. All the 
houses along the Nuuanu stream have deen 
condemned and burned and the stream thor- 
oughly disinfected as well as the harbor. 

The Bennington was thoroughly disinfect- 
ed and the ship went to sea the day after the 
sailor died. The vessel is now anchored out- 
side the harbor, where she has been for sev- 
eral days, together with the Olympic, which 
arrived early Monday morning, and several 


of the interisland fleet. There has been no con- 


nection with the other islands since the first 
outbreak, the people refusing in some in- 
stances to receive the mail. 

There is now a serious question confronting 
the people there. Meats and provisions are 
very scarce, and at one place flour and rive 
are selling at $11 per barrel and sack. 

The Viympia is anchored in the stream, 
Capt. Reed refusing to have any connection 
with the Bennington or the shore. The com- 
panies of the National Guard are doing patrol 
duty in the quarantine district. This was 
found necessary to fully carry out the in- 
structions issued by the Board of Health. 
During the last three days there have been 
numbers U instances wherein the natives 
have hidden the sick people, and only made 
report when they have died. 

No one is allowed to bathein the harbor 
and last Sunday no services were allowed held 
in the churches. Schools remain closed and 
no public gatherings of any kind are allowed.

New York, Sept. 18.—R. G. Dun 4 Cp. in 
their weekly review of trade will say: 

A slight setback, which may mean much 
or nothing, according to the final outcome of 
the crops, is not unexpected at this season. 
If the government crop reports were correct 
the situation would not be encouraging. But 
not much confidence is placed in the reduced 
estimate of corn, none at all in the estimate 
of wheat, and even the most enthusiastic 
bulls da not think it worth while to quote the 
government report as to cotton. The fact is 
that we are beginning to market rot fat from 


2,200,000,000 bushels of corn (though only | 


about 500. 000,000 bushels will be moved 
from the counties where it is grown); about 
450,000,000 bushels of wheat, of which the 
farmers are unwisely holding back a large 
proportion; and about 7,200,000 bales of 
cotton, if the later indications are not er- 
roneous, as they very easily may be, to add to 
the stocks carried over. 

The commercial stock of cotton Sept, 1 
here and abroad amounted to 2,100,538 
bales and domestic milis’ stocks were 360,- 


818 bales, allowing not a single bale for in- 


crease of stocks at Southern mills. 

Prices have settled back a little during the 
last week, not withstanding the gloomy depart- 
ment report. 

The wheat crop is evidently larger than the

ward with moré encouraging activity, no less 
than 5,778,173 bushels’ having been received 
at Western porta, against 5.446, 001 bushels 
ſor the same week last year 
from a much larger crop.

Only 20,100 Shares Have Asked the Miteh- 
ell. Committee to Formulate a Plan- 
an of a First Mortgage Bondholder— 
Jefferson and Urban Assessment Aston- 
ishes Holders of Many Securities—Stock 
Market Is Weak—Gold Goes Out~General 


Financial News. ‘ 

The statements which have been made re- 
garding the number of stockholders who have 
concurred in the resolution asking the Mitch- 
ell committee to frame a reorganization plan 
for the Alley elevated road are, it now trans- 
pires, a long way from correct. Instead of 
over 30,000 shareholders signifying their de- 
sire that this committee act, the exact num- 
ber is 20,100, or only a little over one-quarter 
the total. There is a considerable block of 
stock controlled by Mr. Leiter, directly 
through his ownership and otherwise, which 
it is expected will concur in urging this com- 
mittee to act, but nothing has been heard 
from Mr. Leiter as yet on the subject. There 
is also a considerable block of stock in con- 
trol of Mr. Wollcott. The actual concurrence 
of that stock has not been received, although 
it is expected as a matter of course that it 
stands favorably toward the proposition. 
Even taking into account those two blocks 
of stock there is still well under a majority, 
and it becomes a question as to whether or 
not this committee will ever be called into 
service. It of course will not act until at 
least a majority of the stockholders signify 
their desire that it take up the reorganizatfon 
of the property. It has been said much 
more than a majority will be necessary in 
order to make the committee feel that it is 
properly backed. It is astonishing to find. 
how few stockholders have signified their 
desire that this committee formulate a plan. 
It has. been taken for granted for several 
days that there was no question about the 
committee tking up the matter, but it is evi- 
dent there will have to be a good deal of 
hustling about for signatures before the rer 


quired majority is obtained. 

A letter signed by G. 8S. Williams of Mu- 
waukee, Wis., has been received which 
draws some severe strictures upon the pro- 
motors and managers of the Alley Elevated 
enterprise. Mr. Williams says he was in- 
duced by Chicago bankers of high standing 
to invest in the first mortgage bonds of the 
Alley Elevated road and as a result of that 
advice he has sacrificed many thousanie of 
dollars. 

The bonds were sold under the oe 
assurance in the mortgage,” says Mr. Wil]- 
jams, that the road commenced at Van 
Buren street and terminated at Sixty-sev- 
enth street. It was built to neither point. 
At the north end it terminated at Mr. Leit- 
er's big store, to-the great loss of income to 
the road. To the south it terminated at Six- 
ty -third street. What would a person think 
of a contractor who agreed to build a house 
for a certain sum, was advanced the money, 
and then refused to finish it, although abun- 
dantly able to? That is the case with the 
Alley Elevated, and no excuse is possible 
which would show anything but fraud on 
the bondholders. | 

“Mr. Leiter, among other millionaires, was 
in the construction company that built the 
road by the sale of securities, Those men 
were the responsible parties who issued and 
sold the bonds, and they were in honor and 
by law under obligations to complete the 
road according to the printed terms of the 
bonds? By a wretched subterfuge the trustee 
acting under the ninth section of the mort- 
gage, terminated the road at Congress 
street. That ninth section only empowered 
him to change the line“ if it became neces- 
sary, in the interests of the road.“ It was 
changed in the interest of the construction 
company. The mortgage said ali the real 
estate, etc., acquired by. the change in the 
line was to become the property of the road. 
These words are a burning reflection on the 
acts of the trustee, for how could any prop- 
enty be 18 apes by shortening the road at 
each e 

“Mr. Leiter lays claim to the depots, the 
terminal yards at Sixty-third street, and a 
prior lien of $1,000,000 on the main line. 
When the road was built by the construction 


company through the sale of first mortgage 


bonds did not Mr. Leiter know that the bonds 
were sold as the first lien? The franchise of 
the Alley L' covered the line from Calumet 
avenue to Jackson Park. This single mile ot 
road is covered by a separate mortgage. 
The right of way was a gift. The super- 
structure is said to have cos $650,000, It 
was bonded for $3,000,000, and interest paid 
on that issue of bonds as long as interest 
was paid on the first mortgage. That issue 
of water Mr. Leiter is trying to force ata 
parity upon the first mortgage bondholders, 
advancing claims that only equal in shame- 
fulness the whole course of procedure that 
has almost ruined scores of investors. And 
now comes the shameful proposition that 
the bondholders give up their bonds and 
become preferred stockholders, leaving the 
control of the road in the hands of the same 
set of men, enemies of the interests of the 
road and friends only to the City railway. 
Can we trust that Mr. Lyman Gage of the 
First National Bank will foreclose the first 
mortgage bonds in the interests of the only 
parties who actually furnished money to 
build the road and leave them in possession 
of something they can actually call their 
property? I see that other millionaires are 
stealing Chicago water, others milk the Chi- 
cago Gas company, and so they go, present- 
ing an insatiable greed. Will no amount of 
wealth serve to remind people that the poor 
deserve at least honorable consideration?“ 

The action of the officers of the Chicago 
and Jefferson Urban Transit company in 
assessing the stockholders 40 per. cent was 
a good deal of a shock to many security- 
holders outside of those unfortunate stock- 
holders. The Chicago and Jefferson Urban 
Transit company is not the only company 
which has given stock for right of way. If 
it is now to be established that such stock 
is assessable it opens the way to an endless 
amount of uncertainty and possible litiga- 
tion in connection with half the transporta- 
tion companies in town. The progress of 
this attempt to establish the fact that a 
company cannot issue stock without ac- 
tually receiving cash value for it will be 
watched with keen interest. A many 
people are inclined to believe it will prove a 
two-edged sword in the hands of the Yerkes 
management; that it is likely to make some 
wounds in places at which they did aim it.

We 
are running in debt, and again are being 
called pon to make payment in gold.

But this process sim- 
ply transforms the indebtedness into the 
shape of another item of debt on which we 
have to pay interest, with the result that the 
balance against us is increased by so much 
for future years if other conditions remain 
the same as before. 
We thus are buying too much or selling too 
little for our own good as a people. The 
status would be a dangerous one if the for- 
eigners were free buyers of our securities 
to the extent offered, as in former years. 
But they are not buying freely. On the con- 
trary they are disposed to sell in rather large 
‘quantity. They may not have the same fear 
of our slumping to a free silver basis as they 
* early in 1893, but they have abundant 
opportunities for what seem to them to be 
more paying investments elsewhere. The 
news from the gald mining regions in South 
Africa, and in a smaller degree those of 
Western Australia, has caused a regular 
furor among the British people and many 
of them are selling out all other forms of 
mvestment for the purpose of placing their 
money in gold mining stock and bonds. 
It therefore is imperative upon us to sell 
more goods to foreigners or spend less bf 
ur money abroad, of both, if we would 
avoid another season of stringency in the 
money market and of semi-paralysis to 
home industries. The recent revival of in- 
dustrial activities among us is delusive to 
the extent that it has raised the prices of 
our products tod high for export and invit- 
ed importations of foreign goods at the re- 
duced tarfff rates of the Wilson-Gorman 
measure for the relief of foreigners from 
the evils of American competition in our 
markets. We ought as soon as possible to 
change that measure so far as it applies to 
articles which the experience of the last 
few months has shown to be unduly affected 
by it in the interest of foreigners, and mean- 
while try otherwise to reduce American 
consumption of European manufactures.

| HELP FOR CUBA. 

The Washington dispatches printed in the 
last issue of THe Tripunpe indicate that at 
last the President and Secretary of State 
are warming up on the quéstion of the Span- 
ish outrages in Cuba and 4re taking a lively 
interest in the rights of Americans as well 
as in the wrongs of the Cuhans. They are ap; 
parently coming to the conclusion that thé 
treatment of Cuba by Spain is but little bet- 
ter than the treatment of Greece, Bulgaria, 
Servia, Bosnia, and Armenia by Turkey. It 
is high time for the United States Goyern- 
ment to wake up and see what these Spanish 
atrocities in Cuba mean. Cuba is our neigh- 
bor. She is a good deal nearer than China 
or Armenia. Her mountains are visible 
from Key West. Our commercial relations 
with her are very close, as we buy a hun- 
dred millions from her, chiefly in sugar, be- 
sides tobacco and fruits: We are able to 
dictate our own terms to Spain if we are 80 
disposed, to adjust all affronts if there have 
been any, to exact any dues which may be 
owing us, and to impose terms of humanity 
if they are needed. We have three battile- 
ships near by and cruisers enough to sink 
every Spanish vessel on the coast. We have 
plenty of regulars to march into Havana 
without calling upon volunteers by merely 
filling up the regiments of the regular army, 
and they would be glad of a job aftera gen- 
eration of peace.

The President of the City Civil Service

This statement is technically correct.

The 
law does not say in so many words that a 
clerk must not leave his desk during office 
hours, or an inspector leave the job he is 
put on In order to work for some Aldermanic 
or other candidate.

A city employé is not deprived of any of 
his political rights by reason of his holding 
a city office. He can and ought to vote at 
the primaries of his party, and ought to go 
to the polls on election day. And after his 
day’s work for the municipality which em- 
ploys him is over his time is his own, and he 
can use it as he pleases, But the policeman

They are anxious to dishon- 
or the credit of the Federal Government, 
They want to drive gold out of circulation 
and slump the currency down to a silver 
basis of dollars worth whatever the bullion 
in them will sell for in gold, which for a long 
time has been about 50 cents. 

If the government is deprived of the power 
of redeeming its greenbacks in gold at par 
and is forced to redeem them in silver dol- 
lars, then all the money in the United States 
—gold having departed—will be worth just 
what it is redeemed in, and that value will 
be exactly equal to the commercial volume 
of the bullion in the silver dollar; and all 
credits and securities not based on gold pay- 
ment special contracts will immediately 
shrink up in the same degree. All this col- 
lapse of money and values would be honey 
for Peffer and his stripe of Anarchists.

MILKMEN ARB REOSIVING BOGUS 


SUMMONSES. 


Cases Appear in Court Where Dealers 
Have Been Cited to Appear and Yet the 
Original Papers in the Case Are Still in 
the Hands of the Constables Who Are 
Authorized to Serve Them=—Row over 
Changes of Venue Turns Out Bad tor 
Lawyer Redfield. 


. The prosecutors of the milk cases which 
have. been going on before Justice Everett 
were led to believe yesterday afterrioon 
that some one representing himself to be 
a constable was going about among the ac- 
cused dealers and levying blackmail upon 
them by means of counterfeit summonses. 
Several suspicions instances came up where 
Constables Shields and Doabler and Ald. 
Gleason, who are the only ones authorized 
to serve in these cases, had not made re- 
turns, and yet the defendants appeared in 
court. 

The most glaring of them all was in the 
case of J. J. Atkinson, No. 118 Laflin-street, 
who appeared with a summons charging 
him with selling milk adulterated with wa- 
ter. Constable Shields, who carried the gen- 
ulne papers in his case, was present in court 
and he asserted that no return had been 
made. He also examined the supposed sum- 
mons and found it to be in a strange hand- 
writing. It was also prepared with an in- 
dellble pencil, which made the circumstance 
more suspicious. Atkinson said he did not 
see the person who left the paper for him 
and could give no description. 

The only object to be surmised for such a 
echeme is that of extortion. Assistant City 
Frosecutor V. V. Hunt said he did not know 
what action would be taken in the matter 
except to warn the dealers against receiving 
any constable other than Shields, Doabler, 
or Gleason. As for taking steps to apprehend 
the offender he was unprepared to say what 
would be done. 


Row Over Venue. 

Justice Everett and Attorney Redfield had 
a lively controversy yesterday afternoon 
over the transfer of milk cases to Justice 
Richardson's court. To all appearances, 
and for the time, Justice Everett got consid- 
erably the better of the wordy war. 

Redfield’s policy hag been to call for a 
change of venue in all the cases in Everett's 
court with which he has anything to do. 
„And in all instances the latter has trans- 
ferred them to Richardson. Somehow Mr. 
Redfield conceived the idea that this was not 
going to benefit either him or his clients, so 
yesterday, when a lot of cases pending be- 
fore Everett were called he made a stron 
effort to stop the change to Richardson, an 
pleaded to have the transfers made to ‘Jus- 
tice Hail or Justice Martin. 

He argued and offered to produce évidence 
to prove that Richardson was not the near- 
est sitting Justice, that he was not in his 
court-room, had not been there for several 
days, and would not hold court this week; 
also that he is in the employ of the city and 
therefore igterested in the outcome of these 
cases, 

“If you can produce evidence,” said Jus- 
tice Everett, to show that Justice Richard- 
son is akin to either party, sick, or absent 
from the city, or interested in any of the 
cases as an attorney I will hear it. Other- 
wise I will not.“ 

Testimony Not Believed. 

“So the attorney had one of his clients—A. 
Burn, No, 5543 Dearborn street—sworn, and 
he testified to having been in Justice Rich- 
ardson’s court-room, but failed to find him 
there. Redfield also gave evidence to the 
same effect, he having gone in to look 
around. But, inasmuch as they did not 
specify the hour they were there, Justice 
Everett announced his disregard of the evi- 
dénce. Therefore the motion to substitute 
some other Justice was overruled. The
